Major Burwash Says Eski- | 
mos Indicate! U.S. Ad- 
miral lailed

Telegram publishes an interview with 
Major L, T. Burwash, F.R.G.S., ex- 
plorer, scientist and Dominion Gov- 


ernment investigator for the Northwest 
‘serritories, who has recently returned 
= an extensive flight into the Arc- 


“During the interview, the paper says, 
Major Burwash stated he had met Es- 
kimo sled-drivers who fo-med part of 
the North Pole expedition headed by | 
Admiral Robert E. Peary, United | 
States explorer. 

Proceeding, the paper quotes Major 
Burwash as saying: “They did not 
know anything about poles those Es- 
kimos, The poles meant nothing to 
them. It was no use asking them if 
P reached the pole. But when 
asked whether the white man (Peary) 
had reached his destination, the Es- 


kimos indicated he had not. They told | 


me there had been evidence of de- 
spondency among the members of the 
party. There was nothing of the jub- 
{lation which such a discovery would 
give rise to. The Eskimos said there 
bad been no rejoicings and no feasts,” 

Major Burwash would not give his 
views on the subject. He announced 
he would have to consult the minister 
in charge of his department before his 
statements could be further substan- 
tiated, the paper says.

The 
precedent for the assumption is found 
in the case of Mexico where the con- 
suls have for some time exercised their 
distretion in the issuance of visas with 
the recult that the influx of laborers 
decreased from 60,000 to about 3,000. 

Immigration from Canada has

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MAYOR DOUGLAS 


There is, as there should be, very 
general agreement that Mayor Doug- 
las has made good during his first year 
as chief magistrate, and is therefore 
entitled to the customary second term. 

The year has not been one of com- 
plete “tranquillity” for the head of the 
civic administration. To the ordinary 
round of duties and the common run of 
difficulties, there was added an unem- 
ployment situation more serious than 
had been encountered for several years. 
This was handled in a criditable and 
satisfactory way, and through the 
whole range of administration efficiency 
has been the rule. 

Tact and courtesy have character- 
ized Mr. Douglas in office as in private 
life. He has in addition shown that he 
can make up his mind, and that he has 
a mind that stays made. The city has 
been worthily represented on ceremonial 
occasions, Very few complaints have 
been registered touching matters under 
the mayoral control, and where there 
has been disagreement, in cguncil or out 
of it, there was no lack of confidence in 
the fidelity and energy of the Mayor. 

If, as there is some prospect, Mr. 
Douglas is given re-election by acclam- 
ation, that will be an honor that has been 
well earned, and the city will be as- 
sured of the benefit during the coming 
vear of the experience and the intimate 
personal knowledge of civie affairs that 
ne has gained during the year that is 
closing. 


WASHINGTON SEES A LIGHT 


The rules of procedure of the tariff 
commission at Washington have been 
revised in order to speed up investiga- 
tions which would warrant the Presi- 
dent in exercising his power to reduce 
the tariff against certain classes of 
Canadian products. 

Official Washington, it is to be in- 
ferred, has come to the conclusion that 
Congress over-did the thing in passin 
the Hawley-Smoot bill. Congress itself 
suspected something of the kind, since it 
gave the President power to cut the 
rates fifty per cent if thought advisable. 
Speeding up the work of the cemmis- 
sion is represented to mean that Mr. 
Hoover thinks this to be advisable in 
regard to certain classes of products, 
and is looking for grounds upon which 
to take the action. 

_ Canadians will not construe this as a 
sign that the sentiment which produced 
the bill is weakening. The proposed 
modification only means that the reac- 
tion of the bill upon trade is working 
out according to economic laws and not 
according to the fond hope that these 
laws could be set at defiance. 

In proportion as Canadian products 
are barred from the republic, Canadian 
purchases there fail away, and would do 
so if the Canadian tariff had not been 
revised upward, as it has been. Our in- 
genious neighbors hoped this would not 
happen, but they surmised that it might, 
and they attached a string to their ex- 
clusive tariff which the President can 
pull if the exclusion policy seems to be 
doing them more harm than good. 

The activity at Washington indicates 
a growing appreciation that this is pre- 
cisely what the bill is doing, and that 
Mr. Hoover had better pull if he can find 
a good statutory excuse for doing so. 


THE FACT REMAINS 


_Some of Mr. Bennett’s newspaper 
friends do not relish the idea that he 
“demanded” a tariff preference for 
Canadian products as the price for 
continuing the tariff preference that 
Canada has for many years granted to 
the products of Great Britain. The 
Premier, they argue, only made a pro- 
position, which cannot properly be con- 
strued as a demand, 

Mr. Bennett prefaced his proposal 
by saying that his chief business in 
London was to sell Canadian wheat, and 
other products, as a matter of course. 
He followed by saying that Canada will 
raise its general tariff ten per cent and 
give that measure of preference to any 
other country in the Empire which will 
do likewise. 

The plain inference, the one that has 
been drawn in Britain, and the one that 
must have been intended, is that if 
Britain wants preferential treatment in 
the Canadian tariff in future it will have 
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to pay for that favor in the manner 
p bed. There was no point what- 
ever in his reference to the sale of 
Canadian wheat and other products in 
Britain unless he wished it to be under- 
stood that Canada’s preference to 
British goods will be withdrawn unless 
his proposal is adopted. 

f that is not what the Premier 
meant he was simply bluffing. What 
does Britain care about what he may Co 
to the general tariff of Canada so long 
as the preference stands? And what 
chance to increase the sale of Canadian 
wheat and other products in Britain by 
the scheme he advanced unless Britain 
does im a tariff against foreign 
exports which te in that market 
with those of Canada? Either Britain 
imposes such a tariff, or Mr. Bennett's 
scheme does not mean a thing in the 
marketing of Canadian wheat and other 
products in that country. 

Sensitive supporters of the “blast- 
ing” trade policy may adopt any form 
of words they choose to describe the 
stand the Canadian Premier has taken 
at London. The obvious fact is that he 
demanded that Britain shal] reverse its 
fiseal policy and erect a tariff against 
foreign commodities which come into 
competition with exports from Canada; 
and that he did this under threat to 
wipe out the preference that for more 
than thirty years has been granted to 
British goods entering the Dominion.

A form of infantile seurvy may be 
found in infants who are takimg 
condensed or malted milk, or boiled 
milk without the addition of other 
substances containing vitamin C. 

‘This disease causes severe pains in 
the baby’s limbs whieh gppear scmi- 
paralyzed, and the ch does not 
wish to be touched or moved. 

Tt is a good plan to change the 
diet to raw certified milk with alter- 
nating feedings of orange, lime or 
tomato juice. 

Such disorders will never develop 
when the proper diet is used and it 
is the doctor's duty to see that the 
baby is properly fed so that these 
diseases do not recur.

The most striking evidence showing 
the excellent fruits of a mixture of | 
divergent races was found by Dr.| 
Shapiro in his studies of the haif- | 
English and half-Tahitian community 
of the Norfolk Islands in the Pacific | 
Ocean, he says. } 

“Altogether there are more than, 
1,000 of there folks,” he said. “Some 
600 of them are still in the Norfolk 
Llands, 1,000 miles northeast of Sid- 
ney. } 

“The rest are scattered in various, 
near-by islands. Their history is| 
unique. 

“In the year 1790, nine British | 
sailors mutinied in the South Seas and 
were left on Pitcairn Island, 1,500 
miles from Tahiti. Here, isolated from 
English women, they married Tahiti 
native wives, 

“Each of them became a sire to 
nine o> more children. Their off- 
spring intermartried and rapidly grew 
in numbers. Their descendants are 
more than 1.000 now 

“These Norfolk Islanders, British- 

hitians, are taller and more robust 
than either the average English man 
or the average Tahitians. They are 
better than either of their parental 
stocks they go to Australian schools, 
and their school records are as good 
as those of the Australidn children 
Neither cross-breeding nor inbreeding 
has done any harm in this case.”
